The day never goes by when the Soviet propaganda 
mills ere not hard at work poisoning East-West relations, 
at the very same time that other, false voices are prating 
of peace and good intentions. 

Accuse the Russian slanderer and murderer of his 
crimes and he dares to retort that your accusations are 
slander. 

There is just as much “reverse twist” irony in other 
fake Soviet posturings on the Cold War. 

The Kremlin complains we have ringed Russian ter- 
ritory with air bases. In the light of Russia's record of 
aggression, why should we not have done so? It’s like a 
thief complaining that the factory he tried unsuccessfully 
to rob last week now has a protective fence around it. 

The Communists began the Cold War. In the path of 
their early offensives they strewed broken treaties and 
promises, stalemated international peace conferences, and 
helpless nations at their borders. 

Our entry into this combat was reluctant and slow. 
Only the force and size of the Russian threat spurred us 
to action with NATO and other safeguards. 

Never since those unhappy beginnings have the Rus- 
sians taken a single measurable, solid step toward ending 
the Cold War. Yet they have the gall to say it is we who 
foster and preserve it. 

In reality their deceptive talk of ending the conflict 
js not designed to end it but to win it by enticing us to 
yield. 
“The Russians started it. Our freedom, our very lives, 
depend on their not winning it but instead either losing it 
or getting no better than a draw. This has to be—and is- 
the dedicated objective of American policy. (Bruce Bios-

converting the hospital in The 
Dalles to other uses. 

Dr. Forest E. Rieke, vice-presi- 
dent of the Board, said that one 
of the main functions to the TB 


control program was to locate 
new cases, 
“Inasmuch as 80 per cent of 


Oregon's population is located in 
Portland, the Willamette valley 
and southwestern Oregon, the 
greatest number of new cases of 
tuberculosis are found in this 
area,” he said. 

Dr. Rieke said that from 500 to 
600 new cases of TB would be 
found in Oregon every year for 
the next 10 years. 

More Salem Support 

Dr. Wendell Van Horn of Ore- 
gon State College and president of 
the Oregon Tuberculosis and 
Health Association, said his group 
was strongly in favor of continu- 
ing the Salem hospital 

He also suggested conversion of 
The Dalles hospital into other 
uses. 

E. P. Kaen, Oregon City news- 
paper publisher and chairman of 


*|the Kaen committee, said that an 


eight month study of the TB 
hospital situation in the state had 
brought a unanimous vote of the 
five members of the committee 
that the facility at The Dalles 
should be continued. 

“All members of the committee 
felt that the location of the hos- 
pital east of the mountains was 
conducive to more speedy re- 
covery of the patients,” he said 
‘Moreover, we felt that the fine 
TB hospital in Salem could be 
converted to use for the care of 
retarded children under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Irving Hill, superin- 
tenddent of Fairview home.” 

“The facility at The Dalles is 
not big enough to care for men- 
tally deficient children, while the 
hospital in Salem is close to Fair-

‘A group of men on "Skid Road” 
are talking. The subject is re 
ligion. The particular subject is 
“salvation.” The particular subject 
in question is pin-pointed “What 
must a man do to be saved?” 

Another group of men are heard 
talking. But the scene has changed. 
In this instance the conversation is 
heard at high noon in a busy corner 
in the heart of America’s fingncial 
district—Wall Street. The Setting 
is different, but the question is the 
same—"What must a man do to be 
saved?"" 

Basically this question In all its 
forms is the disturbed reaction of 
universal moral and religious man 
to the fact that we lived in # moral 
world governed by moral Jaw. And 
that moral man, in spite of the 
“Kremlin's” and other attempts to 
\iquidate that law, is not a law unto 
himself, And that moral man does 
not live in an unordered moral uni- 
verse where he is free to do as he 
pleases, but that at every point and | 
place in history, he will be held ac- 
countable by God for every viola- 
tio of that moral order of things 
which governs human life and con- 


ally Heard 


Now it is over against this vio- 
lated moral order of the universe 
that the Cross of -Christ blazes 
forth in all its mysterious glory and 
splendor. It is only against this 
batekground of world sin and guilt 
that its message of God's bound- 
less and forgiving love can be 
rightly evaluated, For the Cross 
of Christ, judicially, meets mankind 
at the point of its gregtest need 
and that point is forgiveness. It is 
the age-long Gospel message of 
“One who died for all, that sinners 
might be reconciled to God by Him 
who was made to be sin for us that 
the righteousness of God might be 
found in all who believe.” 

This is God's work among us. 

So whenever and wherever the 
Question is asked “What must a 
mah do to be saved,” whether this 
question is asked on “Skid Row," 


Main street or Wall Street, the 
historic Gospel answer never 
varies, It is always the same— 


“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
| and thou shalt be saved.” 

This is God's answer to be re- 
pentant and disturbed conscience 
of man. 


duct. 

Now it is over against this moral- | 
ly violated order of the universe 
that the Bible speaks its universal 
verdict of judgment. Perhaps we 
could best state it tersely in sylo- 
gistic form—all men are sinners— 
you are a man—therefore you are 
a sinner. And this judgment rests 
upon all. 

But if, before the moral law of 


God a man is willing to place him-| 


self in this category before his 
Maker, what now is the way out 
of this urgent dilemma? Should he 
hurriedly hunt up for himself some 
little sacred “Ganges river” and 
frantically become a ‘‘self-washer 
or a “do-gooder” in an effort to 
cancel out the record and 
stain of his guilt? 

Weil, the answer is that in the 
realms of moral law and justice, 
this would be a pretty futile and 
silly maneu' Things simply do 
not work out this easy way. 

Imagine a guilty and convicted 
law-breaker of the community, 
pleading his case before the courts 
of the land by saying while guilty 
of the crime as charged, if the 
judged would but grant him his 
liberty, he would now try to cancel 
out stain of his guilt by becoming a 
“do-gooder.”” Dedicated to an hon- 
est administration of law, any court 
in the land would consider this ac- 
tion a perversian of moral justice. 
The virtue of a good act can never 
blot out the guilt of an evil deed. 
Since things do not work out this 
way in earthly-courts, what reason 
would we have for thinking that 
justice would function any other 
way before the higher court of God, 
We have none.
